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RULES. 



1. — The Club shall be called "The Elizabethan Club," and 

shall consist of Old Westminsters, that is to say, of men who 
have been educated at Westminster School. 

2. — The object of the Club shall be to promote mutual intercourse 

amongst Old Westminsters to preserve the associations and 
to further the interests and prosperity of the School. 

3. — An Annual General Meeting of the Club, of which ten days' 

notice is to be given, shall be held on a day either in June or 
or July, to be appointed by the Committee hereinafter 
mentioned. 

4. — The Annual General Meeting shall appoint for the ensuing 

year a President, a Treasurer, a Secretary, and a Committee 
of Twelve Members, in addition to the above-named Officers, 
who shall be (ex-officio) Members thereof. Of such Com- 
mittee four shall form a quorum. 

5. — The general management of the Club, together with its finances 

and the election of Members, shall be entrusted to the dis- 
cretion of the Committee, subject to the provisions of Rule 2. 

6. — It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and pay all 

moneys on behalf of the Club, and to prepare an Annual 
Account of the Finances, which shall form part of the Report 
mentioned in Rule 20. 

The Annual Account shall be audited by some Member of 
the Club not on the Committee. 

7. — It shall be the duty of the Secretary to make and keep proper 

minutes of all proceedings of the Club, and to send out all 
notices required by these Rules. 
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& — In the case of a vacancy occurring among the Officers or the 
rest of the Committee, any Member of the Club may be 
appointed by the Committee to fill up such vacancy, till the 
next Annual General Meeting ; and in case of the temporary 
absence of any Officer, the Committee may appoint one of its 
Members to perform his duties for the time. 

9. — Every Candidate for election must be proposed by one Member 
of the Club and seconded by another ; and the election of a 
Candidate shall be subject to the condition of his paying his 
first yea^s subscription within two months after the date of 
his election. 

10. — Seven days' notice of all Committee Meetings shall be sent to 

every Member of the Committee, and the names and addresses 
of the Candidates for election (if any), together with the 
names of their proposers and seconders, shall be included in 
such notice. 

11. — There shall be sent to every elected Candidate, within seven 

days after his election, a notice thereof, together with the 
names of his proposer and seconder, a copy of these Rules, 
and a request for the payment of his subscription for the 
current year, directing his attention to Rules 9, 13 and 14. 

12. — The Committee may nominate any distinguished Old West- 

minster as an Honorary Member of the Club ; but there shall 
not be more than twelve such Members at any one time. 

13. — The Subscription to the Club shall be 10s. 6d. per annum. 

The current or financial year shall be taken to commence on 
every 1st of June, and terminate on every 31st of May ; and 
the Subscriptions shall be payable on every 1st of June for 
the year commencing on that day. Members absent from the 
United Kingdom for more than six months in any current 
year, shall not be liable for their Subscriptions for that year, 
and no notices need be sent to such Members. Members 
elected within five months before the 1st of June, shall not be 
liable for the Subscription for the then current year. 
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14. — Any Member may on his election, or, if not in arrears, at any 

other time, compound for all future Subscriptions by the pay- 
ment of ^3 35. 

15. — If any Member shall not have paid his Subscription by the 

1 st of May following the day on which it becomes due, the 
Treasurer shall send him a written application for the same ; 
and if it be not thereupon paid, shall bring his name before 
the next Committee Meeting; and the Committee shall 
(unless they see good reason to the contrary), erase the name 
of such Member from the Club, and cause a notice of the 
reason for that course to be sent to him. It shall, however, 
be competent to the Committee to restore his name upon a 
satisfactory explanation being given, and the Subscription 
being paid. The names of any Members so erased, and not 
subsequently restored, shall be announced at the next General 
Meeting. 

16. — That all money belonging to the Club, and not invested, shall 

be in the hands of the Treasurer, who shall keep an account 
in the name of the Club at Messrs. Cocks, Biddulph and Co., 
at Charing Cross. Investments shall be made at the dis- 
cretion of the Committee, and shall stand in the names of 
the President and Treasurer for the time being. All other 
property of the Club shall be vested in the President, 
Treasurer and Secretary for the time being. 

17. — The President or the Committee may summon a Special 

General Meeting as -occasion may require, on sending to all 
Members seven days' notice thereof, specifying the resolutions 
intended to be moved ; and the business at such Meeting 
must be confined to such resolutions. 

18. — The Committee shall summon a Special General Meeting at 

any time, upon the written requisition of any ten Members of 
the Club (not necessarily Members of the Committee), under 
restrictions similar to those prescribed by Rule 1 7. 

T9, — At all General Meetings the Chair shall be taken by the 
President, or, in his absence, by a Chairman chosen for the

occasion, and 7 shall form a quorum. In the event of the 
votes of the Meeting being equally divided on any question, 
the President or Chairman shall be entitled to a casting vote, 
in addition to his own. 

20. — The Committee shall draw up and present to every Annual 

General Meeting, a Report of the transactions, and of the 
general concerns of the Club for the past year; and such 
Report shall be printed, and a, copy sent with each of the 
Notices summoning such Meeting. A copy of the Report, as 
adopted at the Annual General Meeting, and a short notice 
of the proceedings at such Meeting, together with the Rules, 
a list of the Members, and any additional information respect- 
ing the Club or the School which the Committee may see fit 
to annex, shall also be printed and sent to every Member. 

21. — An Annual Dinner of the Club, of which at least ten days' 

notice shall be given to every Member, shall be held on a day 
to be fixed by the Committee. 

22. — Occasional dinners shall also be held from time to time, at the 

discretion of the Committee, and at such dinners any " Old 
Westminster," who is not a Member of the Club, may be 
invited to dine as a guest. 

23. — No alteration shall be made in these Rules, except at a Special 

General Meeting summoned under the provision of either 
Rule 17 or 18.

REPORT. 



1879. 



The Committee in presenting their 15 th Annual Report are glad 
to announce that no deaths have occurred amongst the Members of 
the Club during the past year, that 13 new Members have joined 
the Club, which now numbers 340. 

In consequence of the lamented and sudden death of H.R.H. 
the Princess Alice, Grand Duchess of Hesse-Darmstadt, only one 
representation of the "Phormio" was given at the School last 
December. As, however, a large portion of the expenses of the play 
had already been incurred, the usual donation of ;£io was made to 
the " Cap " by the Club. 

The Committee are informed that the boys are this year showing 
increased interest in "The Water," which they were enabled to 
recommence last year by means of the steam launch placed at their 
service by the Club. Last year some 30 boys at once availed them- 
selves of this means of renewing the ancient pastime of the School, 
and one or two of the usual school races were rowed. This year 
upwards of 40 boys have joined " The Water," and since Whitsun- 
tide the steam launch has nightly carried her full complement of 
passengers to Chelsea. Two school races have already been rowed, 
and the Committee understand that the boys propose to test their 
progress in rowing by an eight-oared match against a riverside club, 
after which other school races will be rowed. The Committee have 
caused the name of the steam launch, originally " The Juno," to be 
altered to " The Queen Elizabeth." 

The Captain ot the Eleven reports that "The Fields" are at 
length recovering from the rough condition to which they were a few 
years back reduced by the raising of the level of the ground, and 
that a large portion of the ground is now in capital condition. He 
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also reports that the Eleven of last year were fairly successful, 
although they were defeated in their match against Charterhouse, 
and that the boys commenced this half with fair prospects of success 
in the cricket field, as a large proportion of last year's Eleven were 
still at the School. 

The Committee, thinking that the Members of the Club may find 
some interest in a return of information relating to the School moved 
for by Sir Charles Dilke in the House of Commons, have caused it 
to be printed in the Appendix. 

The Committee are again indebted to the Head Master for his 
enabling them to supply the Members of the Club with the usual 
statistics relating to the School. These are this year worthy of 
special attention, as important changes have been introduced as to 
the admission into College and other matters. Amongst other 
things the final abolition of the " Challenges " has to be chronicled.

The Annual Dinner took place at the Pall Mall Restaurant on the 
16th of July, 1879, tne President in the Chair. Twenty-two mem- 
bers were present. After the Dinner a Special General Meeting was 
held to consider the following proposed changes in the Rules : — 

It was proposed by Mr. Waterfield (on behalf of Mr. W. E. 
Bovill, unavoidably absent), and seconded by Mr. R. J. Mure. 

1. That Rule I. be amended by adding thereto the following 
words — 

"And of past or present Members of the Staff of 
Masters at the School." 

2. That the following Rule be substituted for Rule XII. — 

" That the Committee may nominate as an Honorary 
Member of the Club any distinguished Old West- 
minster or Master who is eligible for election 
to the Club ; but there shall not be more than 
twelve such Members at any one time." 

Considerable discussion ensued on the subject 
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The following amendment was proposed by Mr. Ralph Barnes, 
and seconded by Mr. Johnson — 

" That Masters, during their term of office, shall 
be Honorary Members of the Club," 

and was lost 

A second amendment was proposed by Mr. West, and seconded 
by Mr. Barnes — 

"That the Committee have power to nominate 
any of the staff of Masters, past or present, 
for election as Honorary Members for such 
time as the Committee think desirable," 

and was lost. 

The original motion was then put and lost . 

It was proposed by Mr. R. J. Mure, and seconded by Mr. Water- 
field— 

That the following Rule be added to the existing Rules, 
viz : — 

" All money belonging to the Club, and not invested, 
shall be in the hands of the Treasurer, who 
shall keep an account in the name of the Club at 
Messrs. Cocks, Biddulph & Co., at Charing Cross. 
Investments shall be made at the discretion of 
the Committee, and shall stand in the names of 
the President and Treasurer for the time being. 
All other property of the Club shall be vested 
in the President, Treasurer, and Secretary for the 
time being." 

This motion was carried unanimously. 

The Meeting was then resolved into the ordinary Annual General 
Meeting, the President still occupying the Chair. 

The Minutes of the Annual Meeting of 1878 were read and con- 
firmed. 

The Report of the Committee was received and adopted. 

It was announced that the names of certain Members had been 
erased from the list of the Club, under Rule XV. 

The President, Treasurer, and Secretary, and the Members of the 
Committee were then re-elected. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the President.

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REPORT OF THE MURE MEMORIAL 
FUND COMMITTEE. 



The Committee appointed for the purpose of carrying out the 
scheme of establishing a Scholarship in Westminster School, as a 
memorial of Mr. James Mure, have the satisfaction of reporting to 
the Subscribers the successful issue of the undertaking. Though 
many of our older men, who would no doubt have taken a lively 
interest in the work, had passed away, the liberality of Westminsters, 
never lacking when a benefit is to be conferred on their old School, 
has been largely and cordially exerted. The Committee, as will be 
seen by the annexed list, have been enabled to collect nearly 
;£ 1,400, of which £1.362 us. 6d. has been invested in £4 per 
cent. Debenture Stock of the London and North Western Railway 
Company, in the names of Mr. Charles B. Phillimore, and 
Mr. W. S. W. Vaux; and according to a Resolution passed by 
the Committee on the 31st day of July, 1879, the Stock purchased, 
and balance of cash in hand, have been made over to the Governors 
of the School. 

With the Fund thus raised, the Committee have been enabled to 
establish a Scholarship of the annual value of ^40, tenable for one 
year, and to provide for the necessary expenses of the annual 
examination. Two Scholars have been already elected, and there 
is every reason to believe that what has thus been done will prove 
of great service to the School, as an incentive to diligence among 
the boys, and as a means of maintaining the high standard of 
Scholarship which befits the School in which Busby taught. 

The Committee venture to congratulate the Subscribers upon 
the result of their combined efforts, and upon the establishment 
of a precedent, which may serve to stimulate the friends of the 
School to do likewise, should any occasion hereafter arise for pro- 
moting the interests of our ancient and Royal Foundation.

MURE SCHOLARSHIP. 



This Indenture made the twentieth day of December One 
thousand eight hundred and seventy seven between The Lord Richard 
de Aquila Grosvenor of 76 Brook Street in the County of Middlesex 
The Right Honorable Sir Robert Joseph Phillimore of Arlington 
Street in the County of Middlesex Charles Watkin Williams Wynn 
of Coed-y-Maen in the County of Montgomery Esquire M.P. The 
Reverend Henry Bull Clerk of Lathbury in the County of Bucking- 
ham and William Wickham of Green Street in the County of Middle- 
sex Esq (hereinafter called the Sub Committee) of the one part and 
The Governing Body of St. Peter's College Westminster (otherwise 
called Westminster School (hereinafter called the Governing Body) 
of the other part : Whereas a Committee having been formed for the 
purpose of raising a Fund for the establishment of a Mure Scholar- 
ship issued and circulated a Statemeut (setting forth the affectionate 
regret felt for the loss of Mr. James Mure, the services he had 
rendered to the School, and the desire generally felt to perpetuate 
his memory by the establishment of a Scholarship to bear his name). 
And whereas the Fund formed by the Contributions received in 
answer to the foregoing Statement is invested in and represented by 
the sum of One thousand two hundred and thirty pounds Debenture 
Stock of the London and North Western Railway Company, now 
standing in the names of Charles Bagot Phillimore Esquire of Hurley 
Manor House, Berks, and William Sandys Wright Vaux Esquire of 
22 Albemarle Street London. And whereas the Committee in order 
to accomplish the objects for which the Fund was formed have 
determined upon transferring the said sum of Stock into the name of 
the Governing Body and the Governing Body have agreed to accept 
and hold the same upon the trusts hereinafter declared : And whereas 
the several persons hereinbefore called the Sub-Committee were chosen 
by and out of the Committee for the purpose of being parties to the 
Indenture declaring the Trusts Now it is hereby agreed and declared 
between and by the parties hereto in manner following, that is to 
say : — 

(1) The Governing Body shall have power from time to time at 
their discretion to vary the present or any future Investments of the 
Fund. 

(2) The said sum of Stock and every Security or Securities in 
which the Fund may be invested shall be held on Trust for a 
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Scholarship at Westminster School to be given primarily as an 
encouragement to proficiency in the Classical Literature of the Greek 
and Latin Languages and to be called " The Mure Scholarship." 

(3) Every Boy who having completed one year at Westminster 
School is still being educated at the School and who is of the qualified 
age shall be eligible for the Scholarship and no other person shall be 
eligible. 

(4) The Scholarship if not otherwise determined shall determine 
immediately on the Holder of it ceasing to be educated at the 
School. 

(5) A Boy shall be considered to be of the qualified age if he 
has reached his Fifteenth and not passed his Seventeenth Birth day 
on the Twenty-fifth day of March in the year in which the election 
takes place and not otherwise. 

The five foregoing Trusts or Rules are to be considered as 
Fundamental and are unalterable. 

(6) The Scholarship shall be given yearly and shall be held for 
one year from the date of Election. 

(7) An Examination of the Candidates shall be held by an 
Examiner in the month of October and the Boy whom the Examiner 
shall report to the Head Master as being in his judgment the best 
qualified shall be the Holder of the Scholarship and such Boy shall 
not be eligible for the Scholarship a second time. If two Boys are 
equally qualified the two shall be the Holders of the Scholarship and 
shall divide the emoluments between them. 

(8) The Examination shall be in Latin and Greek Classical 
Authors and in Composition in both Languages and both in Prose 
and Verse with a critical paper, a Paper in Modern History and a 
Paper in Divinity ; but the Examiner shall have principal regard to 
proficiency in Classical Literature as prescribed in the Fundamental 
rule or Trust numbered (2). 

(9) The Examiner may request the assistance of the Head 
Master in the examination, and may before making his Report con- 
sult him as to the moral qualities of the Candidates. 

(10) A Fee not exceeding Eight Guineas shall be paid to the 
Examiner who is to be appointed by the Head Master. 

(11) The Holder of the Scholarship shall receive a copy of the 
Lusus Alteri Westmonasterienses bound and having the Arms of 
St Peter's College stamped upon it. If the Examiner reports that 
the second Boy has greatly distinguished himself in the Examination 
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the second Boy shall receive the same Book or some other book of 
about equal value at the discretion of the Head Master. 

(12) The Dividends and Interest on the sum of Stock and on 
every Security or Securities in which the Fund may be invested shall 
be applied first in paying the Examiner and for the printing of the 
Examination Papers ; secondly in providing the Book or Books 
mentioned in the last preceding Rule ; and thirdly in giving the sum 
of Forty pounds or if there be not sufficient as nearly as may be the 
sum of Forty pounds in half yearly payments, at six months and 
twelve months after the date of the Election, to the Holder of the 
Scholarship. If after these three applications have been made there 
be any surplus it shall be carried over to and treated as part of the 
Dividends and Interest accruing in the next ensuing year. But if 
the surplus at any time and from time to time amount to Fifty pounds 
it shall be invested and the Scholarship shall be increased by the 
amount of the Interest or Dividends of the Investment. 

The last Seven Rules are not fundamental and may be altered 
from time to time by the Governing Body with the consent of the 
majority of the living Members of the Sub Committee (such consent 
to be testified by their being parties to and executing a Deed em- 
bodying the alterations and not otherwise) and after the death of all 
the Members of the Sub Committee with the consent of the Head 
Master for the time being. In witness whereof the said Parties 
hereto of the one part have hereunto set their hands and seals and 
the said Governing Body have hereunto set their Corporate Seal the 
day and year first above written.

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WESTMINSTER SCHOOL. 



Return to an Address of the Honourable The House of Commons, 
moved for by Sir Charles Dilke, dated 14th August, 1878 ;—for, 

fc Return for each Year ending the 31st day of December since 
the Creation, by cap. n8of3i&32 Vict. ('The Public Schools 
Act, 1 868'), of the present Governing Body of Westminster 
School, showing in respect of Westminster School." 



The Governing Body of Westminster School was constituted 
under the Act of 1868 on 7th October, 1869. 

The Statutes were not in force until 6th November, 187 1. 

The Regulations were not settled with the Special Commissioners 
until 28th July, 187 1. 

The first year of the Accounts for which the Governing Body are 
responsible is therefore 1871-2. 

The Accounts run to Michaelmas in each year, and the Financial 
Returns are necessarily made out to that date. Returns of numbers, 
&c, are given for each year from 1st January to 31st December. 

The Building Fund consists of a sum of .£15,000 cash paid over 
by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners under the Act of 1868, and 
invested in Consols, the accruing interest being added to the capital 
half yearly. The Fund is subject to a charge of £10,000 for the 
purchase of three houses, which are to revert to the Governing Body 
on the expiration of existing interests. 

2. The cost of repairs for College and School has been increased — 

(1.) By the state of decay in which the premises were 
handed over by the Chapter. (2.) By the need of alterations 
in College to provide another class room. (3.) By settlements 
in the buildings. 
The extra outlay is now, it is hoped, at an end. 

3. The expense of service for College is partly due to the fact 
that no accommodation for servants exists, or can be provided, on the 
fichool premises. 
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1. Annual Receipts from Endowment. 

2. Annual Receipts from School Charges ; Entrance Fees being dis- 

tinguished from Tuition Charges. 

3. Annual Expenditure; the Amount Expended under each of the 

following heads being shown : — Masters' Stipends, Maintenance of 
Queen! s Scholars, Repairs of School Buildings, and Remainder.

(1.) Studentships at Christ Church, Oxford : 

Three junior Studentships of the annual value of ^100, 
with an allowance for rooms, each tenable for seven years. 

(2.) Exhibitions at Trinity College, Cambridge :

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PARTICULARS FURNISHED BY THE HEAD MASTER, 



The Foundation of Queen Elizabeth consists of 40 boys, called 
Queen's Scholars. The admission is by open competition to vacan- 
cies, which average 10 or more yearly, and are chiefly filled up at 
Whitsuntide in each year. There is no restriction in respect of 
birthplace ; but Candidates are required ordinarily to have been a 
year previously in the School. They must then be under the age of 
15 on March 25th of the year of admission, and usually remain 
4 years in College before presenting themselves for election to the 
Universities. If not previously attending the School, they must be 
under the age of 14 on March 25 th of the year : such boy may 
remain 5 years in College. The Queen's Scholars hold their Scho- 
larships subject to an annual examination, in which any Scholar 
failing to satisfy the Examiners of his industry and progress in study 
may forfeit his place on the Foundation. 

The fixed expenses of a Queen's Scholar are ^30 annually, 
payable half-yearly in advance, at Whitsuntide and Christmas. 
This charge includes Maintenance as well as Tuition in all branches 
of study, except those which are mentioned below as extra. 

For " Town Boys," or boys not on the foundation, the School 
Fees are 5 guineas Entrance, and 30 guineas annually for Tuition, 
also payable half-yearly in advance as above. These Fees include 
all the ordinary instruction — Scriptural teaching, Classics, Mathema- 
tics and Natural Science, History, Geography, English, French (or 
sometimes German for advanced pupils), together with Drawing, 
Singing, or Writing, at the discretion of the Head Master, and Drill 
for Junior Boys. Private Tuition, as well as Fencing and Gymnas- 
tics, are charged extra, if required. All boys, according to their 
position, share in the expenses of School games. 

The age of admission is ordinarily from 9 to 14 years. No boy 
is eligible for admission unless he be sufficiently advanced, in pro- 
portion to his age, to profit by the teaching of the School. Candi- 
dates are examined by the Head Master orally, and, if necessary, 
also on paper ; but there is no prescribed or printed form of exami- 
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nation. Latin and Greek are pronounced the same as English; and as 
there is not yet room for a modern side to the School, the tuition 
may be said to be chiefly classical. 

There are no restrictions or privileges as to age, birthplace, parent- 
age or otherwise in the matter of admission ; but boys of 1 1 years of 
age should know at least the Latin Declensions and Conjugations. 
Of 12 years the Greek Declensions, and the meaning of simple 
Latin sentences. Of 13 years, Greek nouns and verbs, and be more 
advanced in Latin. Some Arithmetic and French is also ex- 
pected. 

" Town Boys," may board either wholly or partially at one of the 
Boarding Houses, or entirely at home. For Home Boarders a room 
is provided at No. 1, Dean's Yard, under a Master's care, where, for 
a small additional charge, Books, Great-coats, &c, may be kept. 
They may also dine, if desired, in the College Hall, for which there 
is a charge of ^14. The Boarding-House Fees are 5 guineas 
entrance, and 65 guineas yearly for Boarders, or 24 guineas for half 
Boarders, besides Tuition Fees. 

The Boarding Houses, Nos. 1 and 2, Little Dean's Yard, are at 
present held by the Rev. B. F. James and the Rev. C. A. Jones 
and No. 14, Barton Street, by the Rev. R. F. Dale. 

The School Hours are ordinarily from 8 to 9 a.m. and from 10 
to 12.30 p.m., and from 3.30 to 5.30 p.m. (from 3 to 5 p.m. in 
summer). Home and Half Boarders who come from a distance are 
allowed to attend from 9 a.m. to 12.30 in the morning, instead of 
coming at 8 a.m. Wednesdays and Saturdays are Half Holidays. 
There is a short daily Morning Service in the Abbey at 7.45 a.m. r 
attended by those living at the School. 

The School Holidays are 3 weeks at Whitsuntide, 7 weeks in 
August and September, and nearly 5 weeks at Christmas. 

The School has consisted, during the past year, of nine Divisions, 
each taken by one Master, and comprising usually two sections for 
classical and general teaching.

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The Mathematical Masters are the Rev. C. A. Jones and Rev. 
W. Failes. The Natural Science Master is Mr. H. Tomlinson. 
Mr. W. E. Bovill takes French, Mathematics, and Natural Science. 
Mons. J. F. P. Masse the higher French Classes. 

In Mathematics, French and Natural Science groups of from 
twenty-five to forty, fifty, or more boys (usually the larger numbers for 
the sake of better classification) are taken and distributed afresh into 
classes for teaching in these subjects, each class comprising from ten 
to fifteen boys. Two hours are given to French and four or more to 
Mathematics in School during the week, and in the teaching of these 
subjects almost all the Masters take their share. In Natural Science 
Mr. Tomlinson's subjects have been Mechanics, Hydrostatics, and 
Sound, during the year. He has three classes, each attending a 
lecture for one hour in the week, the two senior classes spending a 
second hour, under supervision of a Master, in writing out notes of 
the lecture, and answering questions on paper. The numbers have 
been, through the year, seventeen, seventeen, and twenty-one or 
twenty-two. 

There have been, at the same hours, two classes in Botany, 
Physical Geography, and Physiology, taken by Mr. Bovill ; the 
numbers before Christmas, fifteen and sixteen; afterwards, sixteen 
and fifteen. Another class of about fifteen boys has been taken in 
Classics by the Head Master. Marks given for diligence and pro- 
gress in Mathematics, Natural Science, and French, in proportion to 
the time assigned to each subject, are allowed to enter into the totals 
by which the boys' places in their Forms and promotion in the 
School are determined, as far as can be done without destroying all 
classification. 

In Music, Mr. Ranalow has had two classes of sixteen boys each : 
Mr. Pettit two, of thirteen boys. 

The Annual School Concert was given in Hall on May i. 

In Drawing, the Masters are Mr. J. Radford and Mr. E. C. 
Champion, who take respectively five and three classes for one hour 
in the week (a few boys attend for two hours). Each class contains 
usually about fifteen boys. 

In Writing, Mr. G. W. Perry has had two classes, of twenty-five 
or twenty-six boys each. 

There is a Drilling Class for all boys in the Lower Forms. 

No boy has claimed any right of exemption under Regulation 
xii. i.

The chief Examination in French was at Christmas, and the 
Examiner was Mohs. L. Janton. A French Grammar paper is set 
in the regular ' Trials ' given twice a year throughout the SchooL 

The Natural Science Examinations were given by the Masters, as* 
also those in Music, Drawing, and Writing. 

The Examination of the Sixth Form and Shell, as well as the 
General Examination of the School in Mathematics at Election, was* 
conducted under the superintendence of the joint UniversityBoard. 
The system of the Examination and arrangement of the papers was 
the same as in previous years. The Rev. H. L. Thompson examined 
for the Dean of Christ Church, and Mr. J. M. Image for the Master 
of Trinity. The Mathematical Examination was conducted by the 
Rev. J. Wolstenholme, late Fellow of Christ's College, Cambridge. 
Mr. J. T. Hutchinson, of Christ's College, Cambridge, undertook the 
Lower Forms. 

The Junior Forms have been examined independently of the 
University Board, under the authority of the Governing Body, and it 
seems desirable to continue this arrangement No Candidates have 
been sent in for Certificates : the times of Examination cannot be 
reconciled with the system of the School. 

In the Easter Examination for Exhibitions, three vacancies upon 
the Foundation were offered at the same time to open competition, 
under the Statute of February, 1878. The increased number of 
Prizes attracted a somewhat larger number of Candidates than here- 
tofore, five from tiie School itself and twenty-one from elsewhere, 
including several .from London homes. Last year the numbers were 
five and sixteen respectively, no London boys presenting themselves. 
The vacancies upon the Foundation were filled, and five Exhibitioners 
only recommended for Election. The ordinary Minor Candidates, 
from the School, were examined at the same time and in the same 
papers. 

The system of the School remains much as before. It will 
be seen from the tabular statements below that the number of 
entries during the year is larger than it has been for a long time — in 
fact for half a century : and the increased numbers make the inade- 
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•quacy of our space constantly felt. By permission of the Dean, one 
•class has lately been taken in Hall during the forenoon, but what is 
really most wanted is more class-rooms. 

At Christmas the Rev. H. B. Gray, one of the Junior Masters, 
was elected to the Head Mastership of the Louth Grammar School. 
His place was filled by Mr. Campbell Tracey, of Lincoln College, 
Oxford. 

The Boarding House opened in Barton Street by the Rev. R. F. 
Dale, has been full and gone on satisfactorily throughout the year. 

The School Collection of Coins is now a carefully selected and 
interesting one, and valuable for illustration. A considerable amount 
has been spent in purchases from the School Endowment Fund. In 
addition there have been gifts from the late Sir David Dundas, from 
Charles Williams Wynn, Esq., and the Rev. Henry Bull (who gave 
£50 towards the purchase of specimens when Sir David Dundas' 
collection was sold), as well as smaller contributions from the Master 
of Trinity, Lord Selborne, John Evans, Esq., Miss Bourchier, G. 
Heath, Esq., and D. Petrocochino, Esq., and various additions by 
the Head Master.

At this time the Romans were very much engaged in wars with 
their neighbouring states ; but upon the least intervals of peace the 
quarrels between the nobles and the plebeians would revive ; and 
one of the most frequent subjects of their differences was the 
conquered lands, which the commons would fain have divided 
among the public; but the senate could not be brought to give 
their consent. For several of the wisest among the nobles began 
to apprehend the growing power of the people, and therefore, know- 
ing what an accession thereof would accrue to them by such an 
addition of property, used all means to prevent it: for this the 
Appian family was most noted, and thereupon most hated by the 
commons. One of them, having made a speech against this division 
of lands, was impeached by the people of high treason, and a day 
appointed for his trial; but, disdaining to make his defence, he 
chose rather the usual Roman remedy of killing himself: after whose 
death the commons prevailed, and the lands were divided among 
them.

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RULES. 



1. — The Club shall be called "The Elizabethan Club," and 

shall consist of Old Westminsters, that is to say, of men who 
have been educated at Westminster School 

2. — The object of the Club shall be to promote mutual intercourse 

amongst Old Westminsters, to preserve the associations, and 
to further the interests and prosperity of the School. 

3. — An Annual General Meeting of the Club, of which ten days 

notice is to be given, shall be held on a day either in June or 
or July, to be appointed by the Committee hereinafter 
mentioned 

4. — The Annual General Meeting shall appoint for the ensuing 

year a President, a Treasurer, a Secretary, and a Committee 
of Twelve Members, in addition to the above-named Officers, 
who shall be (ex-officio) Members thereof Of such Com- 
mittee four shall form a quorum. 

5. — The general management of the Club, together with its finances 

and the election of Members, shall be entrusted to the dis- 
cretion of the Committee, subject to the provisions of Rule 2. 

6. — It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and pay all 

moneys on behalf of the Club, and to prepare an Annual 
Account of the Finances which shall form part of the Report 
mentioned in Rule 20. 

The Annual Account shall be audited by some Member of 
the Club not . on the Committee. 

7. — It shall be the duty of the Secretary to make and keep proper 

minutes of all proceedings of the Club, and to send out all 
notices required by these Rules. 
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8. — In the case of a vacancy occurring among the Officers or the 

rest of the Committee, any Member of the Club may be 
appointed by the Committee to fill up such vacancy, till the 
next Annual General Meeting ; and in case of the temporary 
absence of any Officer, the Committee may appoint one of its 
Members to perform his duties for the time. 

9. — Every Candidate for election must be proposed by one Member 

of the Club and seconded by another ; and the election of a 
Candidate shall be subject to the condition of his paying his 
first year's subscription within two months after the date of 
his election. 

10. — Seven days' notice of all Committee Meetings shall be sent to 

every Member of the Committee, and the names and addresses 
of the Candidates for election (if any), together with the 
names of their proposers and seconders, shall be included in 
such notice. 

11. — There shall be sent to every elected Candidate, within seven 

days after his election, a notice thereof, together with the 
names of his proposer and seconder, a copy of these Rules, 
and a request for the payment of his subscription for the 
current year, directing his attention to Rules 9, 13 and 14. 

12. — The Committee may nominate any distinguished Old West- 

minster as an Honorary Member of the Club ; but there shall 
not be more than twelve such Members at any one time. 

13. — The Subscription to the Club shall be 10 j. 6d. per annum. 

The current or financial year shall be taken to commence on 
every 1st of June, and terminate on every 31st of May ; and 
the Subscriptions shall be payable on every 1st of June for 
the year commencing on that day. Members absent from the 
United Kingdom for more than six months in any current 
year, shall not be liable for their Subscriptions for that year, 
and no notices need be sent to such Members. Members 
elected within five months before the 1st of June, shall not be 
liable for the Subscription for the then current year. 
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14. — Any Member may on his election, or, if not in arrears, at any 

other time, compound for all future Subscriptions by the pay- 
ment of £$ 3 j. 

15. — If any Member shall not have paid his Subscription by the 

1st of May following the day on which it becomes due, the 
Treasurer shall send him a written application for the same ; 
and if it be not thereupon paid, shall bring his name before 
the next Committee Meeting; and the Committee shall 
(unless they see good reason to the contrary), erase the name 
of such Member from the Club, and cause a notice of the 
reason for that course to be sent to him. It shall, however, 
be competent to the Committee to restore his name upon a 
satisfactory explanation being given, and the Subscription 
being paid. The names of any Members so erased, and not 
subsequently restored, shall be announced at the next General 
Meeting. 

16. — That all money belonging to the Club, and not invested, shall 

be in the hands of the Treasurer, who shall keep an account 
in the name of the Club at Messrs. Cocks, Biddulph and Co., 
at Charing Cross. Investments shall be made at the dis- 
cretion of the Committee, and shall stand in the names of 
the President and Treasurer for the time being. All other 
property of the Club shall be vested in the President, 
Treasurer and Secretary for the time being. 

17. — The President or the Committee may summon a Special 

General Meeting as occasion may require, on sending to all 
Members seven days' notice thereof, specifying the resolutions 
intended to be moved; and the business at such Meeting 
must be confined to such resolutions. 

18 — Hie Committee shall summon a Special General Meeting at 
any time, upon the written requisition of any ten Members of 
the Club (not necessarily Members of the Committee), under 
restrictions similar to those prescribed by Rule 17. 

19. — At all General Meetings the Chair shall be taken by the 
President, or, in his absence, by a Chairman chosen for the 
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occasion, and 7 shall form a quorum. In the event of the 
votes of the Meeting being equally divided on any question, 
the President or Chairman shall be entitled to a casting vote, 
in addition to his own. 

20. — The Committee shall draw up and present to every Annual 

General Meeting, a Report of the transactions, and of the 
general concerns of the Club for the past year; and such 
Report shall be printed, and a copy sent with each of the 
Notices summoning such Meeting. A copy of the Report, as 
adopted at the Annual General Meeting, and a short notice 
of the proceedings at such Meeting, together with the Rules, 
a list of the Members, and any additional information respect- 
ing the Club or the School which the Committee may see fit 
to annex, shall also be printed and sent to every Member. 

21. — An Annual Dinner of the Club, of which at least ten days 

notice shall be given to every Member, shall be held on a day 
to be fixed by the Committee. 

22. — Occasional dinners shall also be held from time to time, at the 

discretion of the Committee, and at such dinners any " Old 
Westminster," who is not a Member of the Club, may be 
invited to dine as a guest 

23. — No alteration shall be made in these Rules, except at a Special 

General Meeting summoned under the provision of either 
Rule 17 or 18.

REPORT. 



1880. 



The Committee in presenting their 16th Annual Report have much 
satisfaction in announcing that during the past year the Club has 
largely increased in numbers, thirty-three new members having joined 
since the date of the last Report. The deaths of eight members 
have to be recorded, namely, the Rev. J. W. Lockwood, the Rev. J. 
D. Durell, Captain H. Bonnor Maurice, Mr. Jas. P. Ingham, Mr. 
W. F. Harrison, Mr. Glyn W. E. Griffith, Mr. Abercromby Dick and 
Mr. Wm. Tatham, Jun. 

The Committee regret to announce the resignation of Mr. Elliot 
C. Bovill as Honorary Secretary to the Club in consequence of his 
appointment as Assistant Legal Adviser to the Government of 
Cyprus. The Committee desire to place on record their high appre- 
ciation of Mr. Bovill's zeal and ability in the performance of the 
duties of an office held by him for nearly seven years. Mr. Herbert 
Manisty has, on the appointment of the Committee, undertaken the 
duties of Secretary till the next Annual General Meeting. 

The play last year was the " Trinummus," and the usual dona- 
tion of ten pounds was given by the Club to the " Cap." 

It having been thought expedient that compositions for life should 
be invested on a separate account, the sum of ^400, which covers 
the amount hitherto paid in compositions, has been set aside as a 
separate fund and invested in the names of the President and the 
Treasurer, in guaranteed 5 per cent. Stock of the Scinde, Punjaub 
and Delhi Railway. It is proposed that all future compositions shall 
from time to time be added to this fund. 

The attention of the Committee having been called to the limited 
attendance of Members at the ordinary Club Dinners, a circular letter 
in the name of the President was addressed to Members on the sub- 
ject. In accordance with the views expressed by many Members in 
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their answers to this letter, it has been arranged that a Club Dinner 
shall be held on the first Tuesday in every month, except in the 
autumn, at a fixed price of 4s. These dinners have, up to the present 
time, been well attended. 

The rowing at the school has been steadily maintained, and the 
boys on five days a week go up from Parliament stairs to Wandsworth, 
where their boats are kept, in the steam launch which has continued 
to be placed at their disposal by the Club. With the permission of 
the Head Master a school crew will this year compete at the Henley 
Regatta in a four-oared race recently instituted for public schools. 
The Committee hope that this movement will tend to re-establish the 
school in its old position as one of the two principal rowing schools 
of the kingdom. The sum of fifteen pounds was voted by the Club 
towards defraying the expenses of the crew when at Henley and in 
providing a waterman to attend and coach the boys. A donation of 
twenty pounds was added to this sum by the President 

The Captain of the Eleven reports that the Eleven of last year 
were successful in three of the most important foreign matches 
played by the school; namely, those against the M.C.C., Zingari, 
and Charterhouse. Unfortunately only three out of last year's 
Eleven are still at the school, but the Captain states that there are 
several promising young players coming on. 

The size of the book containing the Club Rules, the list of 
Members, &c, has, as will have been observed, been increased so as 
to allow a larger and clearer type to be used. It now corresponds 
with the printed books of the epigrams delivered at the election 
dinner. A copy of these last will this year be furnished to every 
Member of the Club. 

The Committee are again indebted to the Head Master for 
enabling them to supply the Members of the Club with the usual 
statistics relating to the school, the condition of which appears 
to be thoroughly satisfactory. 

Annexed is the Treasurer's Account for the year ending the 31st 
of May last.

2. At the end of Rule V. to add the words — 

"Nevertheless a Master or Assistant Master shall be 
elected by ballot only at a General Meeting of the 
Club, seven clear days' notice in writing to be given 
of such Meeting ; and one black ball in three shall 
exclude." 

Considerable discussion ensued on the subject 

Ultimately the motion was put to the vote and lost 

The Meeting was then resolved into the ordinary Annual General 
Meeting, Sir P. Colquhoun occupying the Chair. 

The Minutes of the Annual Meeting of 1879 were read and con- 
firmed. 

The Report of the Committee for 1880 was received and adopted. 

It was announced that the names of certain Members had been 
removed from the list of the Club, under Rule XV.

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PARTICULARS RELATING TO WESTMINSTER SCHOOL, 



The Foundation of Queen Elizabeth consists of 40 boys, called 
Queen's Scholars. The admission is by open competition to vacan- 
cies, which average 10 or more yearly, and are chiefly filled up at 
Whitsuntide in each year. There is no restriction in respect of 
birthplace ; but Candidates are required ordinarily to have been a 
year previously in the School. They must then be under the age of 
15 on March 25th of the year of admission, and usually remain 
4 years in College before presenting themselves for election to the 
Universities. If not previously attending the School, they must be 
under the age of 14 on March 25th of the year : such boy may 
remain 5 years in College. The Queen's Scholars hold their Scho- 
larships subject to an annual examination, in which any Scholar 
failing to satisfy the Examiners of his industry and progress in study 
may forfeit his place on the Foundation. Should any casual vacancy 
or vacancies occur before Christmas in any year without there being 
a sufficient number of Candidates placed on the list by the Examiners 
to fill them, they may be filled up by open competition ; any boy 
being eligible, whether previously in the School or not, who will be 
under the age of 16 on March 25th next ensuing. 

The fixed expenses of a Queen's Scholar are ^30 annually, 
payable half-yearly in advance, at Whitsuntide and Christmas. 
This charge includes Maintenance as well as Tuition in all branches 
of study, except those which are mentioned below as extra. 

For " Town Boys," or boys not on the foundation, the School 
Fees are 5 guineas Entrance, and 30 guineas annually for Tuition, 
also payable half-yearly in advance as above. These Fees include 
all the ordinary instruction — Scriptural teaching, Classics, Mathema- 
tics and Natural Science, History, Geography, English, French (or 
sometimes German for advanced pupils), together with Drawing, 
Singing, or Writing, at the discretion of the Head Master, and Drill 
for Junior Boys. Private Tuition, as well as Fencing and Gymnas- 
tics, are charged extra, if required. All boys, according to their 
position, share in the expenses of School games. 
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The age of admission is ordinarily from 10 to 14 or 15 years, 
as will appear from the following Table :- —

No boy is eligible for admission unless he be sufficiently advanced in 
proportion to his age, to profit by the teaching of the School. Candi- 
dates are examined by the Head Master orally, and, if necessary, 
also on paper ; but there is no prescribed or printed form of exami- 
nation. Latin and Greek are pronounced the same as English; and as 
there is not yet room for a modern side to the School, the tuition 
may be said to be chiefly classical. 

There are no restrictions or privileges as to age, birthplace, parent- 
age or otherwise in* the matter of admission; but boys of 11 years of 
age should know at least the Latin Declensions and Conjugations. 
Of 12 years the Greek Declensions, and the meaning of simple 
Latin sentences. Of 13 years, Greek nouns and verbs, and be more 
advanced in Latin. Some Arithmetic and French is also ex- 
pected. 

" Town Boys," may board either wholly or partially at one of the 
Boarding Houses, or entirely at home. For Home Boarders a room 
is provided at No. 1, Dean's Yard, under a Master's care, wherein 
books, great-coats, &c, may be kept, for an additional charge of 
2 guineas. They may also dine, if desired, in the College Hall, for 
which there is a charge of £i$* The Boarding-House Fees are 
5 guineas entrance, and 65 guineas yearly for Boarders, or 24 guineas 
for half Boarders, besides Tuition Fees. 

The Boarding Houses, Nos. 1 and 2, Little Dean's Yard, are at 
present held by the Rev. B. F. James and the Rev. C. A. Jones ; 
and No. 14, Barton Street, by the Rev. R. F. Dale. 
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The School Hours are ordinarily from 8 to 9 a. m. and from 10 
to 12.30 p.m., and from 3.30 to 5.30 p.m. (from 3 to 5 p.m. in 
summer). Home and Half Boarders who come from a distance are 
allowed to attend from 9 a.m. to 12.30 in the morning, instead of 
coming at 8 a.m. Wednesdays and Saturdays are Half Holidays. 
There is a short daily Morning Service in the Abbey at 7.45 a.m., 
attended by those living at the School. 

The School Holidays are 3 weeks at Whitsuntide, 7 weeks in 
August and September, and nearly 5 weeks at Christmas. 

The School has consisted, during the past year, of nine Divisions, 
each taken by one Master, and comprising usually two sections for 
classical and general teaching.

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The Mathematical Masters are the Rev. C. A. Jones and Rev. 
W. Failes. The Natural Science Master is Mr. H. Tomlinson. 
Mr. W. E. Bovill takes French, Mathematics, and Natural Science. 
Mons. J. F. P. Mass£ the higher French Classes. 

In Mathematics, French, and Natural Science groups of from 
twenty-five to forty, fifty, or more boys (usually the larger numbers for 
the sake of better classification) are taken and distributed afresh into 
classes for teaching in these subjects, each class comprising from ten 
to fifteen boys. Two hours are given to French and four or more to 
Mathematics in School during the week, and in the teaching of these 
subjects almost all the Masters take their share. In Natural Science 
Mr. Tomlinson's subjects have been Sound, Astronomy, and 
Light, during the year. He has three classes, each attending a 
lecture for one hour in the week, the two senior classes spending a 
second hour, under supervision of a Master, in writing out notes of 
the lecture, and answering questions on paper. The numbers have 
been, through the year, eighteen, nineteen, and twenty-one. 

There have been, at the same hours, two classes in Botany, 
Physiology, and Political Economy, taken by Mr. Bovill ; the 

B 
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numbers before Christmas, eighteen and twenty ; afterwards, nine- 
teen and eighteen. Another class of about twelve boys has been 
taken in Classics by the Head Master. Marks given for diligence 
and progress in Mathematics, Natural Science, and French, in pro- 
portion to the time assigned to each subject, are allowed to enter 
into the totals by which the boys' places in their Forms and pro- 
motion in the School are determined, as far as can be done without 
destroying all classification. 

In Music, Mr. Ranalow has had two classes of sixteen boys each : 
Mr. Pettit two, of thirteen boys. 

The Annual School Concert given in Hall was, from unavoidable 
causes, postponed until July. 

In Drawing, the Masters are Mr. J. Radford and Mr. E. C- 
Champion, who take respectively five and three classes for one hour 
in the week (a few boys attend for two hours). Each class contains 
usually about fifteen boys. 

In Writing, Mr. G. W. Perry has had two classes, of twenty-five 
or twenty-six boys each. 

There is a Drilling Class for all boys in the Lower Forms. 

No boy has claimed any right of exemption under Regulation 
xii. i.

Six Home Boarders dined in Hall in the Summer, four in the 
Autumn ; since Christmas four also. 

The Examination for Exhibitions was held as usual at Easter, 
and six Candidates were recommended for Election. Three places 
on the Foundation were also opened to competition, under the 
amended Statute of February, 1878. 

The chief Examination in French was at Christmas, and the 
Examiner was Mons. L. Janton. A French Grammar paper is set 
in the regular ' Trials ' given twice a year throughout the School. 

The Natural Science Examinations were given by the Masters, as 
also those in Music, Drawing, and Writing. 

The Examination of the Sixth Form and Shell, as well as the 
General Examination of the School in Mathematics at Election, was 
conducted under the superintendence of the joint UniversityBoard. 
The system of the Examination and arrangement of the papers was 
the same as in previous years. The Rev. H. L. Thompson examined 
for the Dean of Christ Church, and the Rev. H. A. J. Munro for the 
Master of Trinity. The Mathematical Examination was conducted 
by the Rev. A. W. W. Steele, Fellow of Caius College, Cam- 
bridge. The Rev. G. Marshall, of Christ's Church, Oxford, under- 
took the Lower Forms. 

The Junior Forms have been examined independently of the 
University Board under the authority of the Governing Body. This 
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arrangement has now been adopted for three years, and continues to 
give satisfaction. No Candidates have been sent in for Certificates : 
the times of Examination cannot be reconciled with the system of the 
School. 

In the Easter Examination for Exhibitions, five vacancies upon 
the Foundation — two senior and three junior — were offered at the 
same time to open competition. The ordinary Minor Candidates, 
from the School, were examined at the same time and in the same 
papers. 

The system of the School remains much as before. It will 
be seen from the various tabular statements that the numbers during 
the year have been larger than for a long time — in fact, for half a 
century : and the increased numbers make the inadequacy of our 
space constantly felt By permission of the Dean, one class has 
lately been taken in Hall during the forenoon, but what is really most 
wanted is more class-rooms. 

The Boarding House opened in Barton Street by the Rev. R. F. 
Dale, has been full and gone on satisfactorily throughout the year. 

The School Collection of Coins is now a carefully selected and 
interesting one, and valuable for illustration : and, in addition, a 
Collection of Minerals, well adapted for instruction, though not 
containing showy specimens, has been presented to the School by 
Mr. R. H. Scott, F.R.S., Secretary to the Council of the Meteoro- 
logical Office. As yet the School has no Museum or library where 
such Collection can be exhibited to advantage. Nor is the space 
adequate to the ordinary teaching with the present numbers, in spite 
of the relief given by the use of the Hall in the forenoon.

2. Three Exhibitions at Trinity College, Cambridge, of ^40 
a year, tenable for 3 years, or until the time for taking the B.A. 
Degree. The Senior Exhibitioner receives also a Samwaies Exhibi- 
tion of about £24, tenable for 2 years at Trinity. The second 
Exhibitioner a similar Exhibition tenable for 1 year. 

3. Two or more Exhibitions from the Bequest of Dr Triplett, 
tenable for 3 years, at any College of Oxford or Cambridge, condi- 
tionally on certificates of residence and good conduct from the 
authorities of the College. Annual value ^50 each. These are not 
open to Students of Christ Church.
